1) Mr. Ward indicated that in a forthcoming amendment language would be added/removed in order to clarify the 
invention and overcome the 1 12 rejections of the previous office action. 2) Mr. Ward also pointed out Applicant's 
intent to add language clarifying that the first gas flow path is defined by a mounting table and a second heating 
apparatus. This amendment would appear to overcome rejections based on Cheng. Examiner indicated that further 
review of Cheng would be required once the amendment was received to make a final decision. 3). Mr. Ward further 
pointed out that the prior art cited against the present claims fails to teach the clamp having a tapered surface. 
Examiner acknowledged that language citing this difference in structure would most likely overcome the prior art 
presently applied and that after submission of an amendment with the clarifying language and review of the references 
a final decision could be made. 
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
